And how does the present situation 
stand up to those plans? The Pots- 
dam arrangement was for .long- 
term occupation. That has gone 
over the side. And simply because 
Russia and the western powers 
have ceased to cooperate. Neither 
side fears Germany except as an 
ally of the other. Or perhaps cir- 
cumstances force up to rationalize 
the situation in this manner. But 
if events are any sort of a guide, 
they indicate that Russia is cor- 
rect, and that we are wrong. There 
s nothing to prove that our policy 
has created dependable German 
support, even in Western Germany. 
Does Europe Depend Upon 
Germany ? 

We have assumed that Germany 
i the heart of Europe, that it 
must be restored to prevent Hurope 
from going communist. We have 
also been helped in that supposi- 
tion by the Germans thembelves. 
They Know a good chance when 
they see one. We have worked 
along very definite lines. German 
industry must be restored because 
Increased industrial output will 
help other nations to get on a 
sound footing. Germany must be 
tducated along American demo- 
tratic methods. We must and can 
bersuade German mass thinking 
to accept our ideas. 

But we have started from the 
Wrong assumption that Germany 
sees the error of her past ways.

Two Local Men 


The U. S. Patent office has grant- 
ed a patent to two Andover men, 
Fred H. Schaberg and Norris H. 
Therriault, on an automatic ice 
cube maker. 

This invention pertains to an 
automatic ice cube maker wherein 
water is frozen in the form of 
cubes within a tray which is per- 
lodically dumped into a receptacle, 
refilled and refrozen. 

Generally speaking, this appar- 
atus of Messrs. Schaberg and Ther- 
riault comprises (1) a pivoted 
freezing tray having a series of 
compartments for the individual 
ice cubes, (2) a water reservoir 
or pan positioned directly above 
this tray and containing a number 
of drip holes, one for each com- 
partment of the tray, (3) a chute 
by means of which the completed 
cubes slide into a receptacle, and 
(4) the necessary refrigeration 
mechanisms such as a compressor, 
valves, motor, switches and other 
co-related parts. In each cycle of 
operation, the ice in the tray be- 
comes frozen, the tray is tilted, 
the cubes are discharged there- 
from, the tray is returned to its 
original position, and the flow of 
water thereto is started and 
stopped, Of course, all of these 
steps are performed in properly 
timed sequence. 

However, there are certain spec- 
ific requirements that must be met 
in order to insure satisfactory re- 
sults. For example, there is a ten- 
dency for the ice cubes to stick in 
their respective compartments; 
and therefore, to overcome this 
limitation, Messrs. Schaberg and 
Therriault provide an arrangement 
whereby hot gases function to loos- 
en the cubes as soon as the freez- 
ing procedure is completed. More-

A GRASS-ROOTS COUNTRY 


The government of this nation is dominated by small towns 
and the rural areas — not by the great city populations. That 
striking fact is developed in an analysis of the U. S. congress 
published in the December issue of the American Press. 

The analysis shows that 76 out of the 96 senators—79 per 
cent—are elected by rural majorities, and that 54 per cent 
of the representatives represent more rural counties than urban 
counties. For the purpose of the study, a rural county was 
considered to be one in which there is no community with 
more than 10,000 population, 

The point is that, in spite of the growth of the cities, this 
is still a grass-reots country. The people on the farms, in the 
villages, and in the small municipalities have the dominant 
voice when it comes to electing the men who make our laws. 


All Germans would benefit. The 
militarists would get revenge and 
power. ‘The industrialists would 
reap huge profits. The ardent na- 
tionalists would get unity. The 
Fourth Reich would be greater 
than Hitler's. That's the gamble. 
And it promises more hope of vic- 
tory with Russia than with the 
United States and the west. 


Is History Repeating Itself? 
Already the Nazi generals are 
openly demanding infantry and ar- 
mored divisions for Western Ger- 
many. If we think they would be 
used to fight Russia out of fond- 
ness for the United States, our 
awakening can be tragic. Already 
the industrialists of the Ruhr have 
regained much of their former 
power. They have halted Allied | 
dismantling of German industry. 


The French perceive similarity 
between the 1920's and today. Af- 
ter World War I German economy 
was rebuilt largely through Amer- 
ican financing. And later she re- 
pudiated all her obligations, un- 
derwrote Hitler's program for con- 
quest, and nearly succeeded. Today 
Western Germany is being fed by 
American dollars, is being rebuilt | 
on American unwillingness to face 
hard and unpalatable facts. 


Germnay already has much to 
offer Russia. She has given her 
Field Marshal von Paulus and von 
Seydlitz, the organizer of the Com- 
mittee of German Officers in Mos- 
cow, She can offer Russia an open 
road to the Rhine, a trained gener- 
staff, technicians, manpower 
and industrial equipment. By ally- 
ing with Russia, Germany could 
achieve her persistent objectives. 
She could break through the Fran- 
co-British barrier, overthrow west 
European rule, and gain the “liy- 
ing-room’’ she has always coveted, 
As she weighs the evidence, she 
gambles on Russia's winning an-

That is the view of the 1950 Am- 
erican League race which Jack 
Onslow, manager of the Chicago 
White Sox: presented ‘at a largely 
tttended meeting of the Andover 
Service Club at the Andover Inn 
last Thursday night.

INFORMATION FOR VETERANS 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


Q—I an a World War I veteran 
and I have been receiving 
pension for a non-service-con- 
nected disability from VA for 
about five years. I'am now 48 
years old. Will I have to wait 
until I am 65 years old to be 
allowed an increase in pen- 
sion? 

A—Your pension will be continued 
at the present rate until you 
have received it for ten years, 


after which it will be increased.

Q—I am receiving vocational re- 
habilitation under Public Law 
16. How long after I finish 
my course do I continue to 
receive subsistence checks 
from VA? 

A—You are entitled to receive 
your subsistence allowance for 
two months after your em- 
ployability has been deter- 
mined. 


Q—I incurred some expense to 
bury my brother who died 
while going to a VA hospital. 
Will VA reimburse me for 
funeral expenses which I paid 
at that time? 

A—VA may pay your claim, but 
it must be filed within two 
years from the date of per- 
manent burial. The burial 
allowance, which cannot be in 
excess of $150, is payable 
only to undertakers or to re- 
imburse the person who paid 
funeral expense. 


Q—Will VA lend me the money 
to build a home. I was hon- 
orably discharged after four 
years of service in World War 
II. 

A—VA does not lend money. You 
must make your own arrange- 
ments for the loan through 
the usual financing channels. 
VA then will guarantee your 
lender against loss up to’ 50 
percent of the loan, with a 
maximum guarantee of $4,000 
on real estate and $2,000 on 
non-real estate loans.

Outline Reasons 


For New Reservoir 
(Continued from Page One) 


water might possibly be a danger 
to the community or even a serious 
inconvenience to’ the individual 
water taker. 

“At the present time all water 
used in the town is pumped to 
the low service reservoir with the 
exception of that whtch is directly 
drawn from the distributor system 
before it has an opportunity to 
reach the reservoir. The present 
reservoir contains 1.5 million gal- 
lons when full and the high service 
reservoir contains 0.5 million gal- 
lons when full, making a total 
available storage of 2.0 million 
gallons. This storage available for 
distribution is the only real quan- 
tity of water that the town can rely 
on in times of distress. Every effort 
is made to keep these reservoirs 
full at all times and it is only dur- 
ing the times when demand ex- 
ceeds the capacity of the main 
pumps that any real draft is made 
on the reservoirs. However, the 
reservoirs should be large enough 
to meet the demand when called 
upon, 

“Available storage should be at 
least one maximum day’s supply 
plus that required for fire protec- 
tion. With a station based half on 
steam pumping and half on electric 
pumping it may well be considered 
that more than one day’s demand 
should be in storage due to the 
length of time required to make 
repairs to steam equipment. 

“The present fire flow require- 
ments amount to 750,000 gallons 
and the maximum daily demand of 
last summer was 3,610,000 gal- 
lons; a total of 4,360,000 gallons 
to be obtained from the present 
storage of 2,000,000 gallons! Had 
one pump failed last Summer, and 
had a serious fire occurred at the 
same time there would have been 
only thirteen aifd one-half horus 
water in storage—definitely not 
sufficient for the present or future, 
and the reason that increased res- 
ervoir capacity is needed. Further- 
more, had both pumps failed un- 
der such conditions, even with both 
reservoirs full the system would 
have been drained in just eight 
hours. 

“The Board ofPublic Works at 
present has tentative plans.for the 
construction of a six-million gal- 
lon reservoir to augment the 
existing storage. This reservoir 
when compteted will result in a 
total available storage of eight 
million gallons. Under similar de- 
mand conditions this available 
storage would last for four days 

if it is assumed that one pump at 
Haggetts Pond were to be run 
continuously. If no pumping were 
to be done during this time the

over, the water from the reservoir 
is timed to first fall upon the bot- 
tom of the inverted tray, a fac- 
tor that also aids in the quick 
release of the cubes. As an addi- 
tional feature, gases serve to pre- 
vent the bearings, upon which 
the tray is mounted, from becom- 
ing frozen or stuck. 

Thus, it is claimed that the ap- 
paratus of this invention is posi- 
tive in operation, fool-proof in ac- 
tion, and capable of use without 
trouble. 

The application for this patent, 
which consists of eleven claims of 
originality, was filed on June 12, 
1948.
